3. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEMBERS THEREFORE BELIEVE THAT WHEN 
HE GOES TO THE U.S., CHANCELLOR KONRAD ADENAUER SHOULD TAKE A TOUGHER 
LINE THAN BRANDT DID AND, WHILE HIS DEMEANOR SHOULD NOT BE UNFRIEND- 
LY, SHOULD MAKE IT CLEAR THAT HE CONSIDERS GERMANY TO BE A FULL AND 
EQUAL PARTNER IN THE WESTERN ALLIANCE. THE CONFEREES HAD BEEN 
ADVISED THAT ADENAUER FELT SIMILARLY, HAVING BEEN INFLUENCED BY THE 
SAME REASONS AS WELL AS PRESSURE FROM THE CABINET. THE JOINT 
COMMUNIQUE TO BE ISSUEO AFTER ADENAUER *S TALKS IN THE U.S. IS 
EXPECTED TO GLOSS OVER ANY DISAGREEMENTS, BUT LATER JT WILL SOMEHOW 
BE MADE CLEAR TO THE GERMAN PUBLIC THAT ADENAUER^TOQD TIP TO 5 THE 
AFRICAN OFFICIALS.
